Reasons for allowance are only warranted in instances in which "the record 
of the prosecution as a whole does not make clear [the Examiner's] reasons for allowing a 
claim or claims." 37 C.F.R. 1.104(e). In the present case, Applicant believes the record as 
a whole makes clear the reasons for allowance and therefore no statement by the Examiner 
is necessary or warranted.
